I know 
I am dying.” 

Sister at Bedside Constantly. 

Mary lIllyega is overwrought. She 
did not leave the bedside all last 
week. Early one morning while she 
was sitting half awake there came a 
knock from a group of doctors. 
Lenine’s partly alert face witched. 
Illyana sprang to the door and 
locked it, but the knocking con- 


tinued. 

“IT won't’ let you in,” she 
shrieked. “You see he wants to die. 
Leave him in peace.” 

She fell to weeping hysterically, 
and it was not until hours after-. 
ward that the doctors got in to at- 
tend the patient. 

The greatest secrecy is maintained 
as to the nature of Lenine’s iliness, 
It is known the left side of his body 
is paralyzed and that he also suffers 
from cataract of the lungs. One 
high source told me it is a strange 
disease caused by the bursting of 
tiny veins In the forehead and that 
the illness is progressive. 

Overthrow of Soviets Uniikely. 

Lenine’s death will have no immeé- 
diate influence on the course of 
Russia. Several sanguine “Whites” 
see in its approach an opportunity 
for overthrowing the soviets, but the 
impartial observer concedes the 


'goviets are here to stay. 


Seeking Lenine’s successor was the 
real purpose of the communist con- 
gress, just concluded. War Minister 
Trotzky, who made a survey of in- 
dustry, endeavored to acquire con- 
trol of it as well as the armpP— 


which would make him the biggest 


man in Russia—pbut he falled. 

Power lies tn the hands of a greup 
of four—Stalin, Trotsky, Zinevieff 
and Kameneff. They have arrayed 
themselves under the name of Len- 
ine. KMrassen, the best-liked soviet 
negotiator abroad, failed hopelessly 
in hia efforts to have Russia pay 
her debts to countries with which 
she desired to open relations and 
hand over big industries to foreign+ | 
ers to save them from ruin.

The consumption of alcohol in 
the United Kingdom before the war 
per head of population was twice that 
of the United States. The poverty, 
disease and squalor caused by alcohol 
were, therefore ‘much greater in Brit- 
ain than in America. What, then, ac- 
counts for the readiness of America 
to forbid sale and the reluctance of 
Britain even seriously to restrict? 


Possible Explanations. \ 

I would not care to dogmatize on 
the subject, but will hazard two or 
three possible explanations. I set 
aside the suggestion that property 
owners are frightened by the sequel 
to prohibition in Russia. I have heard 
it argued that the prohibition ukase 
of the Czar was responsible for the 
Russian revolution. That is probably 
true, for people stupefied by alcoho! 
wil] stand anything. The inefficiency 
and corruption of the Ozarist regime 
was 60 appalling that no sober nation 
could have tolerated it without rebel- 
lion for a single year, and when the 
fumes of vodka ceased to muddle and 
blind the moujik, he rebelled against 
the autocracy that had betrayed his 
country in disaster. The Russian ex- 
periment in drink, therefore, contains 
no warning against prohibition except 
the very limited one that those who 
wish to misrule a country in safety 
must first of all drench it with al- 
cohol. 

There is, of course, the ready ex- 
planation that old countries are very 
conservative and do not take kindly 
to change. Their joints are stiff with 
age, and they creak along well-worn 
paths slowly and painfully, but they 


;

The fact that Gary, head of the Steel Trust, and 
Barnes, president of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, both expressed themselves as 
delighted with Mussolini and his achievements as 
chief of the Fascisti, should be considered in con- 
junction with what Fascism means to the Italian 
Fascist leaders, both as an economic and political 
idea. 

When Gary was welcomed by the Italian Fascists 
on landing at Naples last February, Under-Secre- 
tary of the Interior Finzi boasted to him that 
Fascism had banished the word strike from the 
dictionary as far as Italy was‘concerned. To which 
Gary replied with congratulations. As everyone 
knows, the Italian workers under the Fascist Gov- 
ernment do not dare to strike, having béen com- 
pletely cowed into temporary submission by Fascist 
violence, although the workers were not without 
guilt. Democracy, for the time being, is dead in 
Italy. 

Barnes tells the bankers that ‘“‘Mussolini is a 
great man. The conversion of that man, with his 
strength and following, to the principles of the 
so-called capitalistic system that we believe in, is 
the most extraordinary encouragement to us.” 


Before following Gary and Barnes in their ad- 
miration for Mussolini, let us see what Italian 
Fascism is doing for Italy, its birthplace. Having 
bulldozed the blue-shirt, or Nationalist, party into 
joining the black-shirts, or Fascisti, the organ of 
Fascism, Impero, is now shouting for a new Roman 
Empire. Among other things it says: 

Seeing that fate has ordained that there 
shall be commanding and obeying nations, 
there is no nation more fit to command than 
the Italian, the most imbued with genius, intel- 
ligence and talent. 

Since there must always be wars by decree 
of fate, the highly civilized nations must be 
masters of war, who will not abuse their pow- 
er, but merely follow the voice of the inev- 
itable. 

In order that the initiative for war may not 
fall into the hands of inferior nations, the 
superior nations must be more convinced than 
the others that war is inevitable and must be 


prepared for it. 
The international theory of eternal peace is 


utopian. It increases the possibility of war in- 

stead of decreasing it. 

We shout for a Roman Empire, because the 
time is favorable. Thus we fulfill our mission 
of heralds. We have in Benito Mussolini a lead- 
er of the new generation. Let it be clearly 
and unmistakably proclaimed that we are 
dreaming of a new era of Roman rule. We 
want to make Rome once more the head of 
the world because we are convinced that in this 
Way we are serving in an enlightened manner 
the peace of the world. 

This incitement to a new war of conquest, of 
course, is the inevitable fruit of the triumph of the 
ideals embraced by Mussolini since his successful 
march to the virtual dictatorship of Italy. The 
world is weary of liberty, he asserts, and if that 
were the fact, of course, it would welcome the dic- 
tatorship of some nation that could keep it in 
orderly servitude. That was what induced Prussia 
to embark on its attempt at world conquest. The 


ravings of Impero forcibly remind one of the ante- 
war ideals of the Prussian imperialists. 

The more or less_benevolent labor feudalism of 
Gary and Barnes and the outspoken imperialism of 
Mussolini are of the same stamp. They both chal- 
lenge democracy, and their triumph would be the 
end of American ideals in society and government. 
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COLLEGE HORSEPLAY. 


From the statistician’s point of view the number 
of college men killed or crippled in hazing and 
class rushes is insignificant as compared with the 
number engaged. This fact, however, will not ap- 
peal to parents whose sons may happen to be the 
victims. Northwestern University, having sustained 
a double blow within a few days, has taken the side 
of the parents. It has abolished class rushes and 
hazing on the campus forever. 

The action of the university authorities {s drastic 
and may have been a little hysterical in response to 
the spirit of the hour. Class fights are not with- 
out their benefits. To some students they bring 
the first knowledge that life is a rough game, de- 
manding strength, courage and aggressiveness as 
well as virtue. That is something the curricula do 
not teach, and it is a fact which should be brought 
somehow to the realization of the student. 

Amiable scrimmage, the spirit in which class 
fights are usually conducted, is harmless. It is only 
when a few individuals of the mass take advan- 
tage of the occasion to indulge an appetite for 
cruelty and foul play that the class rush becomes 
dangerous. Old-fashioned hazing also is subject to 
abuses which may descend to barbarity and crime. 

College rules should not be for the protection of 
mollycoddles or for the encouragement of that sort 
of manhood. They should not interfere with reason- 
able, if rude, endeavors to mellow the verdancy of 
freshmen. They should discriminate between harm- 
less tradition, which may be salutary, and inde- 
fensible practices which are a persecution and lead 
to serious consequences. 
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UNIONISM IN THE THEATER. 

One of the strangest industrial disputes in this 
country has started between the Actors’ Equity 
and the theatrical producers. War has been de- 
clared on the seven-day week and séems likely 
to continue until companies are made up for the 
season next fall.

ANTAGONIZING THE WORLD. 

France, by Poincare’s orders, will “vigorously 
protest” the Supreme: Court’s decision forbidding 
foreign ships to carry liquor stores within our 
three-mile limit. England's unofficial grumbling 
will doubtless presently appear in formal com- 
plaint. Other nations will join in the demurrer. 
Nor may the justice of such proceeding be ques- 
tioned. 

As the Post-Dispatch has pointed out, the for- 
bidden practice does not imperil any American law 
or person. Frankly it is none of our concern. 
France insists the ruling is contrary to interna- 
tional law. That contention is yet to be upheld; 
but there is no doubt that the ruling lacks con- 
sideration and a “decent respect for the opinion 
of (the rest of) mankind.’” To the other nations, 
with the exception of Turkey, which alone shares 
our alcoholic apostasy, it must seem a gross imper- 
tinence. 

There are practical complications. The ruling 
places the captains of foreign ships in the dilemma 
of having to violate the laws of their nations or 
ours. Manifestly no choice is possible. 

Of course, we have one advantage at present. 
Most of the other nations owe us money. And 
among nations, as individuals, perhaps, the debtor 
may be disposed to smile at the whimsies or 
crotchets of his creditor. That condition, though, 
will not always obtain. Even in the present cir- 
cumstances it is neither prudent nor proper to 
count too much on “that patient merit of the 
unworthy.” National pride, national custom, na- 
tional selfrespect are too weighty imponderables 
to be flouted thoughtlessly. 

Are we ready, in the name of prohibition, to 
effect a coalition of world sentiment against our- 
selves? « Are we willing, because we happen, pos- 
sibly, to have the power, to impose our prejudices 
upon other peoples? Can we afford to offend the 
sensibilities of other peoples and inspire in them a 
éontempt for us which must, in the nature of

The merger is interesting as indicating the trend 
of the times. It is notable that combination and 
coalition of large stores have been occurring for 
some time. One of the large St. Louis emporiums 
is involved in such a combination. Then there kas 
been the meteoric rise of chain stores in nearly 
every line of merchandise. 

Such a combination in the interests of profit ap- 
pears to be inevitable, however much it may be 
regretted in the interests of healthy competition 
and opposed by those whose interests may suffer. 
There are economies to be realized, through com- 
bination, from the cutting down of overhead and 
from large buying operations which may include 
the output of entire factories. Considerable sav- 
ings are to be made also by consolidating distribu- 
tion, forces. 

The question of the effect of such combinations 
on the public interest is vital. Monopoly never is 
beneficial to the public unless it is regulated, as 
in the case of public utilities. The field is yet so 
large, however, that monopoly in stores is a re- 
mote possibility. The effect upon society is, for 
the time, the more interesting consideration. 

Theoretically, our mercantile population, {n- 
Stead of being scattered around in many small 
stores, would become employes of the large stores. 
The former proprietors would be managers or de- 
partment heads. The clerks would only be going 
from small employers to large employers. The in- 
centive of the former storekeeper to become af- 
fluent would become the incentive of the store 
employe for advancement. Public suspicjon and 
tendency to curtail big retail business by legislation 
would be largely tempered by the sale of stock to 
the public, a measure which {fs already well estab- 
lished. What new developments in the economic 
and social order are to come out of the téndency 
of combination? It will be a growth worth 
watching.

Sir: Allow me, through your column, pub- 
licly to felicitate the Post-Dispatch upon the 
conspicious intrepidity and high moral enter- 
prise it displayed in sending a reporter to 
count the number of automobiles parked in 
Forest Park Wednesday evening. I earnestly 
trust that you have not concluded the extent 
of eyour revelations merely with giving the 
actual number. The survey, in

As for 
their pay, at a dollar a day or thereabouts, it 
was not such as to stimulate ardent hopes of 
acquiring a controlifng share in the company’s 
stock.

holdings, with producing wells, conduct their 
business on a strictly legitimate basis and pay 
liberal and honest dividends to their stockhold- 
ers. <A large number, however, without a sin- 
gle producing well; have piled up tremendous 
fortunes simply through the sale of their stock. 
Some of these were simply fly-by-nights which 
flared forth brilliantly for a few days in elab- 
orately furnished offices and then disappeared, 
their officials having filled their pockets with 
investors’ money. This is the sort of business 
that the Government is now trying to wipe out. 

The Texas public by no means furnishes all 
the victims who fatten the purses of these con- 
cerns. In fact, Texans are in the minority, for 
they have had better opportunity to become 
acquainted with the oil shark’s operations. The 
“sucker list’’ is not restricted to agy state or 
community. It inhabits a belt that stretches 
from New England to California and from 
Alaska to Mexico. 

The “‘literature’’ and oil journals carrving 
the “‘end-of-the-rainbow’’ advertising are sent 
to paid lists. Once a “sucker,” always a 
“sucker,’’ is the theory upon which the oil 
sharks proceed and they try diligently to see 
that none is overlooked. Ifa person in Maine 
buys a few shares of Texas oil stock his name 
is handed around to 600 oil companies or s0 
and thereafter for several years he will receive 
every day literature calling his attention to 
the marvelous chances for wealth he is miss- 
ing unless he wakes up and wires an investment 
at once, as the “books are about to be closed.”’ 

Nearly every advertisement of every company 
contains this pet phrase that “‘the books are 
about to be closed.”” They never are closed— 
never will be, to anyone sending in money. 
There is no record that any purchase price of 
oil stock ever was returned because the stock 
had been taken up. 

It has never been explained just why an in- 
vestor thinks a promoter, who advertises that 
he has struck a great gusher and has millions 
of dollars in sight, would want to part with 
some of that money and give him a lot of it. 

Here is an excerpt from one of the adver- 
tisements that are now running in Texas oil p. 
pers, exactly the same kind, the use of which 
brought about the 92 indictments for fraud- 
ulent use of the mails: 

“We've got a 2000-acre block directly south 
of the great El Dorado ofl field on the famous 
Middlefork structure, surrounded on three

|. Looks Good But Promises Nothing. 


There is no kind of an agreement anywhere 
in that ad that an investor will ever get a cent. 
The company does not even say it has a good 
location. It says property is surrounded, mark 
you, surrounded, by a great oil field, but how 
far distant the paying wells are the ad does not 
indicate. The ad does not say that the company 
will have or that it expects a 20,000 barrel well. 
It merely says that a 20,000 barrel well would 
be worth perhaps $20,000,000, and no doubt 
it would. Anyone would know that much. 

There you are. That is a sample of the 
wording of all the catch advertisements that 
have caught about 2,000,000 “suckers.” There 
is nothing in that advertisement that would con- 
vict. 

Another company has a page ad in an oll 
journal which has across its top the following 
seven-column warning: 

“Your Money Must Be on the Way by Mid- 
night.’’ 

After that, of course, the “books will close,” 
as usual. 

The ad goes on to say that the com- 
pany has struck another gusher in the Smack- 
over field that is flowing 19,000 barrels—-in 
how long a period the ad is careful not to say. 
The company has a generous heart, according 
to the ad, for it offers 75 per cent of the profits 
to the shareholders and a 10,000 barrel well, if 
it made that much every day, would be worth 
anyone’s consideration. Just why the com- 
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He will lead the prosecution of the 92 indicted 
promoters. 


pany needs so much money after it actually has 
brought in such a paying gusher is hard to con- 
ceive, for any group of bankers would jump at 
the chance to finance such a big oil well. Yet 
the company is appealing to investors to send 
it all the money possible at $10 a share. 

But this company, as well as all other pro- 
motion companies, never puts in its ads the 
fact that a 10,000 barrel well today may become 
a dribbling 60-barrel well tomorrow. The 
biggest well ever discovered in the Smackover 
field flowed about 50,000 barrels the first day 
and in a week it got down to only 50 barrels. 
But promoters quickly seized on this and in 
glowing, but mushy, literature, said that they 
had wells proposed or drilling close to this 
50.000 barrel gusher, which is now but 50. 
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| Getting the “Sucker” All Worked Up. | 

One promoter uses a double-page ad in which 
he admits having made millions in oil, but ap- 
parently he is out of ready cash just now, for 
he begs for people to wire at once to El Dorado, 
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Ark., all their spare cash at $10 a share. This 
is a remarkable ad. It reveals the advertiser's 
belief in the gullibility of the American people. 
The company promoters never would have 
placed it there unless they knew it would bring 
returns. There is nothing in the two pages 
which assures any investor of returns. It mere- 
ly recites in colorful language what all the pro- 
moter did. Here is an excerpt: 

“Without turning a hand, without the ex- 
penditure of a cent of money or an ounce of 
effort, we shall have made clear more than 
$250,000 cash. If I were selling all our oil, if 
I were not looking ahead, if I had no thought of 
tomorrow, then I would have closed the books. 
I did not bring in these 11 gushers to stimulate 
the sale of units. I brought in these gushers to 
make money for my unit holders. Sweating 
and toiling in. body and brain I have won as no 
man has won before. I have pursued my course 
toward that glory goal as an arrow in its flight. 
I started out to make the man who puts $1000 
with me rich, $5000 a fortune and $10,000 a 
millionaire.” . 

He closes with a note of sympathy for the 
poor, honest man—that is, if the poor, honest 
man will send him $10. 


| Promise Implied, but Not Expressed. 


“Is there no hope?” he asks. “Are all the 
balance of your years to be like those just past 
merely because you have gazed with unseeing 
eyes upon your opportunity? Heaven forbid! 
There isa chance. Thereis hope. You can get 
You have yet time to act. But you must 
do it now.” 

The guarded wording of one company which 
runs a page ad, leads the careless reader to 
think that it says it is going to pay investors 
a profit of 700 per cent from a 60,000 barrel 
well. However, it says nothing of the sort. 
It says: 

“My well drilling on 20,000 acres in North- 
ern Arkansas will, in my belief, be a 60,000 
barrel gusher when completed. A big gusber 
here will make these 20,000 acres worth up- 
wards of $10,000,000, possibly $30,000,000, 
and I propose to sell this property immediately 
following the completion of the gusher.” 

And readers are asked to subscribe for 
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Formerly an aviator—he found the oil business, 
as he practiced it, much more profitable. Still 
he is known as ‘‘the aviator of] man.’’ His in- 
dictment followed quickly his acquittal at Housten 
on a similar charge, due, it is said, to the fact 
that a careful analysis of his flambouyant ad- 
vertisements showed that, whereas a casual and 
careless reading would indicate that he made rich 
promises to investors of returns, he really prom- 
ised nothing.

Another promoter carries a page ad of sim- 
ilar gush, minus gusher. He, like all other pro- 
moters dealing with Smackover stock, makes 
use of the Burton well, which has largely dwin- 
dled, to make the reader think he is buying the 
Burton instead of his own stuff. 

“Is is my aim,” the advertiser says——though 
aim, of course, doesn’t mean anything——“after 
the declaration of the first big cash dividend, 
to pay monthly cash dividends in ever-increas- 
ing volume. The Burton and Vitek gushers are 
reported to have sold already $500,000 worth of 
oll. Our three wells should surpass this tre- 
mendous production.” 

He merely 
says his wells “should surpass.”

Frequently the promoters make use of tele- 
grams to “suckers,” well knowing the psychol- 
ogy of the wire. A man may pay little atten- 
tion to a letter or to an ad requesting him to 
send money. But when a messenger boy brings 
in a telegram, when he signs for the message and 
reads a brief line or two, he attaches much im- 
portance to the procedure. These messages 
have brought in countless thousands of dollars 
to the promoters. They are all worded the 
same way. They warn the investor that unless 
he sends in his contribution, although it is 
called investment, immediately his chance for a 
fortune will go glimmering, as “the books will 
be closed.”

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NE of the charges invariably brought 
against Hollywood by highbrow critics 
is that it is a community without tradi- 
tions. But that is because its critics 
do not know the capital of Moronfa. 
Hollywood has its  traditions—its 
legends-@its folklore. To be sure, its 

folksongs are cafeteria—eating—dirges, but its 10 
years of celluloid activity have developed legends 
that are handed out to the visitor with all the unc- 
tion of a German professor relating the lore of the 
Lorelei. 

The best of these Hollywood legends concerns a 
beautiful girl from the South—-the winner of a 
beauty contest held by the leading newspaper in 
her native State—who came to Studioland to take 
her rightful place upon the silver screen. Having 
been hailed as the Mary Pickford of Memphis, the 
young woman, armed with letters of introduction 
from the local exhibitors, arrived in Hollywood, 
chaperoned by her father and mother, for her dot- 
ing parents had heard of the naughty, wicked film 
life, and were determined to protect their lovely 
child. | 

The first week they were in Hollywood they wait- 
ed in vain for the leading managers to call and 
offer their daughter a contract. The managers had 
never heard of the beauty contest—some of them, 
in fact. had never heard of Memphis. So, after a 
second week of inactivity, the proud parents (they 
were gentlefolks) finally consented to allow their 
“baby” to visit the studios to seek employment, 
chaperoned by her mother. 

For another week mother and daughter haunted 
the studios for a part for the “Pride of Memphis,” 
but as Hollywood was overrun with embryonic Mary 
Pickfords the casting directors wouldn’t even en- 
rage her as an extra.

OPE of sight for the blind came flashing accross the Atlantic a few weeks 
a®o when the cable brought a brief account-of the extraordinary discovery 
hy Louis Farigoule of eyes all over the body, with which, after a little 


training, men can see at least fairly well. 
The announcement was received with a certain amount of incredulity, for 


no anatomist had ever before heard of such secondary eyes. But a detailed 
account of Farigoule’s demonstration. written by Dr. Jean Labadie,. is now at 
hand. and, reading it certainly jolts one’s credulity, if, indeed, it does not convince one 


of the truth of the facts alleged by the discoverer. 


M. Farigoule is a graduate in philosophy and a former student in the sciences branch 


of thes-Normal! School. 
dramatist and novelist. 


Under the pseqdonym of Jules Romains he is well known as poet. 


He has demonstrated his ee at the Cochin Hospital, Paris, before many of the 
leading physicians and oculifts in France. and the recital of the facts observed at these 
scances is attested by the names of Dr. Cantonet, chief of the hospital. Dr. de Saint-Mar- 
tin. ophthalmologist of the Toulouse hospitals, Prof. Legrand. Drs. Stevenard, Foubert, 


Fombeurre, etc.— all

hest writers on scientific topics, and a few others.

* The man wed for the demonstration was not 
bNnd. but perfectly normal and well educated. He 
was not a “medium.” for there is nothing of the 
oceult or the so-called supernormal about the new 
theory of extra-retinal sight. Only a trained per- 
son can be used for demonstrating it. because. if 
such power of sight exists in all of us it is latent, 
we know not how to exercise it until we have been 
trained im its use. 

M. Farigoule explains that the important fa 
et hich is brought out by his discovery is the neces- 
sity of “patient education after a difficult awak- 
ening of a latent function of our organism. or the 
transposition of this fumction from a special con- 
dition such as somnambulism into the ordinary 
state clear knowledge.” 

M Farigoule begins by hypnotizing his subjects 
but graduallv relaxes his artificial hypnosis until 
the subjects have learned to place themselves into 
this condition He says we all hypnotize ourselves 
every time we concentrate on any act or thought, 
and it is just this natural condition that he works 
to bring about. 

M. Farigoule has others blindfold his subject by 
successively sealing the eyelids with opaque paper. 
with white adhesive silk placed horizontally and 
vertically crosswise, a band of biack silk padded 
with cotton, batting. and a pair of big spectacies 
made of lead covering all. The lead stops the pas- 
sage of any X-rays that might possibly be present. 

Dr. Labadie’s description of the demonstration 
is as follows: 

M. Farigoule asks us to arrange in a glass frame 
in any way we like six or seven bits of paper with 
designs of colors of different sorts on them. se 
lected from about 200 which he has brouzcht with 
him This combination of seven terms out of 200 
makes the possibility of their being guessed one 
in six quadrillions, amd this without regard to the 
liverse colors.

Prof. O’Shea’s investigation was carried on from 
many angles, and was thorough. His book deserves 
the highest compliment which can be paid to one 
dealing with such a controversial subject—that of 
impartiality. Whether the author himself smokes 
or does not, remains unguessed at the end of the 
book. : 

At the professor's request, Miss Grace M. Staf- 
ford, University of Oklahoma, made a survey o5f 
general and biographical literature covering the !ast 
300 years, which developed many interesting facts. 
In conclusion she declared that “most of the greatest 
men of the past three generations were smokers.” 

All the American Presidents used tobacco except 
Lincoln, Roosevelt, Taft amd Wilson. Gambetta’'s 
cigar is as historic as that of Grant. Gladstone never 
smoked, but Beaconsfield did. Frederick the Great. 
Dr. Samuel Johnson, George II, Talleyrand, Met- 
ternich, Marie Antoinette, Gibbon, Ceunt von Molt- 
ke and Robert Burns were addicted to the use of 
snuff.

well Known to surgeons before he made use of it in 
treating wounded soldiers. He expressed regret that 
false impressions in the public mind had been cre- 
ated. 
“When persons ask a doctor to use adrenalin to 
restore fumctional life im relatives who have been 
iead many hours, they are asking the impossible. 

> sympathize with them, but cannot help them. I 

ould not use adrenalin to restore heart action after 
lite had been apparently suspended more than 19 
ninut I make this statement not as a medical 

iscussion of the subject, but only to’ set the pu blic 
t on the use of this agency which has been 
effective in cases where seeming death has resulted 
from exhaustion. Apything else I might have to 
Say on the subject must be found in my reports.” 

It is the view of surgeons who have been most 
successful in the use of adrenalin that its ereatest 
field of efficacy wili be in the safeguarding of surgi- 
cal operations against the of accidents re- 
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effects 


sulting from the use of anesthetics. At present a 
certain percentage of patients under operation can- 
not withstand the effects of the ether, chloroform or 
other anesthetic. Im such cases the heart action 
sometimes stops very soon after the collapse and 
prompt measures are necessary to save the patient’s 
life. The experiments with adrenalin have con- 
vinced the most advanced surgeons that it is the 
best restorative in such cases and that it will with 
practical certainty start the heart to beating again 
if it is injected into the heart muscles within. 10 
minutes after the collapse. ? 

Dr. Dennis W. Crile’s repert to the Medical So- 
ciety of Chicago was baséd on observation made dur- 
ing three and one-half years ,of active surgical 
service in the British army in Belgium, France and 
Gréat Britain, where he performed more than 5000 
operations under_chloroform, ether or spinal anes-, 
thesia, and upon observations made in the clinics of 
his chief, Prof. A. J. Ochsner at the Augustana Hos- 
pital and at St. Mary’s Hospital. Chicago. In his 
report Dr. Crile thus describes one of the successful 
administrations of adrenalin which he made while 
in army service: 

“A case of suspended animation. due in this in- 
stance to chloroform poisoning, was that of a sol- 
dier of about 35 years, who was to be operated on 
for the removal of a small sequestrum from the neck 
of the humerus. e sequestrum was imbedded in 

involucrum at ite of fracture, a sinus 
a vear.

“On examination whe 
room I discovered tha 
breathing had ceased. 
immediately lowered. artificial respiration was done, 
and we satisfied ou Ives that there was no ob 
struction in his breathing. It at min- 
utes before a needle and syringe were brought, 
when two doses of five cubic centimeters of adrena- 
lin (1:1000) were injected directly into the heart 
by puncture in the fourth intercostal space about an 
from the midline. close to the sternal margin, 
avoiding the internal Mammary artery. An 
ordinary Immbar puncture needle was used. There 
was an immediate response. The heart beat at once 
and respiration followed very shortly. 

“The anesthetic remained deep enough for the 
operation to be performed without further admin- 
istration of chloroform and the patient was returned 
ward five minutes later. There was some lack 
of mentality and confusion for the remainder of the 
day. but the patient did not complain ef any ab- 
normal symptom. 

“At 2 o'clock the following morning the patient 
awoke, complaining of severe pain inthe cardiac 
region. He was very restless and had some dysp- 
noea and there was irregularity of the pulse. Orxy- 
gen inhalations were administered. after which the 
patient slept for the remainder of the night./the 
attack having lasted for about 23 minutee- At 8 
a. m. be recited his a4gmptoms to me. still complain- 
ing of some pain in the precordial region.

“The subsequent day and night were without 
event. but the next dary there was again a slicht at- 
tack of anginal distress, with slight irregularity of 
the pulse, but without dyspnoea or fainting.

“It seems that the dose should be sufficient to 
insure the entrance of adrenalin into the beart cav- 
ity; that one cubic centimeter may be sufficient, 
as recommended by Kneier, or even only a few drops, 
as recommended by Vogt. It is also worth while to 
know that 10 cubie centimeters can be used suc- 
cessfully in adults and we suggest @ dose of from 
dne to ten cubic centimeiers, depending upon attend- 
ant conditions of time elapsed since cardiac failure, 
age of patient, size of patient, quality of adrenalin 
and cause of apparent death.. We do not recommend 
this procedure as a substitute for present resuscita- 
tion measures, but advise its use only after ordinary 
means have failed.’
